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Basic to learning is the ability to eak questions. The effectiveness with which questions ere pre- 
sented will depend upon the teacher's understanding of (1) the reasons for them end (2) his conscious- 
ness of the kinds of questions that may be necessary to elicit the appropriate response. The more 
skilled the teacher is in guiding children's learning through the use of various kinds of questions, 
the greater will be their depth of learning.
